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BERMANY'S REPLY 
TO AMERICAN NOTE 
~ WILL BE DELAYED 


Official Text Is Published in 
Berlin and It Is Said Con- 
sultations Between Several 
Departments Will Be Nec- 
essary. 

Noted Socialist Writer in 
Berlin Condemns Acts 


That Violate the Estab- 
lished Rules of Warfare. 


Hears Germany Will Con- 
tend That Ammunition 
Caused Lusitania to Sink.

BERLIN, via London, May 18.—The 


official text of the American note to 
Germany was published here today. 

It was said at the Foreign Office that 
it would be some days before the answer 
of the Imperial Government was ready. 
This is because the note raises many 
points and consultation between several 
departments of the Government will be 
mecessary in preparing a reply. 

In an article in the Vorwaerts, headed 
“A Warning Word to All Whom It Con- 
cerns,”’ Eduard Bernstein. Socialist and 
former member of the Reichstag, pro- 
tests against reprisals which go beyond 
the conduct of warfare in the usual 
Bense of the word. 

“The sinking of the Lusitania, coming 
as a climax to former incidents of a sim- 
ilar nature, together with the badly ad- 
vised comments on these incidents in 
German newspapers, resulted in excess- 
€s against Germans in England and the 
colonies, as well as in the United 
States,”” Herr Benwstein writes. ‘‘These 
excesses are regrettable because they 
@re directed against persons not re- 
sponsible for what has been done. They 
are also regrettable from a political 
viewpoint because they form another 
step on the ominous path which leads to 
nothing else than multiplication of the 
already deep wounds which the war 
causes. 

“No War Won by Such Methods.” 

“Advocates of reprisals will find it ex- 
traordinarily difficult to point to a single 
case where wars between civilized peo- 
ples have been won by such methods. 
The voices we hear from other coun- 
tries, which hitherto have been outside 
the war ‘territory, leave us in no doubt 
that in the measure in which one or the 
other side among the belligerents out- 
does the other in reprisals that side 
wins for itself the stronger opposition of 
those countries. 

“Among the peoples against which 
reprisals are employed most strongly, 
however, their effect is not deterrent, 
but inclines them to war to the utter- 
most."’ 

Herr Bernstein adds that lack of mod- 
eration in methods does not prove 
@trength and that the nation which un- 
Gerstands how to sef limits to the ten- 
Gency to tdo the other in reprisals 
proves i stronger than the one 
which tries to exceed in reprisals. 

The afternoon papers yesterday 
printed the version of the note 
as telegraphed here by the Havas 
Agency. With the single exception of 
the Lokal Anzeiger, all refrained 
from comment. The Lokal Anzeiger 
says: 

“The German Government certainly 
will not delay long with the answer 
requested, and probably will reply 
that in occupying itself with its 
‘sacred duties’ it is not to be dis- 
turbed from any side. 

“Must Continue Methods.” 

“That the American Government 
should consider the Lusitania as a 
harmless packetboat, without taking 
notice of the fact that it was really 
an auxiliary cruiser and an ammuni- 
tion steamer of the British navy, ap- 
pears to ug scarcely believable. But 
the German answer to Washington 
will make it comprehensible to Mr. 
Wilson, in language as polite as it 
will be clear, that we must conduct 
the war as we are conducting it, and 
can conduct it with a clear con- 
science.” 

The Taglische Rundschau. commenting 
On the reports that the Lusitania inci- 
dent has caused a ‘‘growing insight” in 
America, says “this insight probably 
will lead to the discovery that England 
teally is the guilty party tecause it took 
mumunition on board a passenger 
sicamer in contravention of the Ameri- 
‘an laws."’ 

After quoting the statute which it 
Argues covers this point, the Taglische 
Rundschau, concludes: “According to 
Ainerican laws the captain of the Lusi- 
tania ought to go to prison.”

SAY 
HALTED 3 SHIPS ON 
WAY 10 LUSITANIA 


Captain of Etonian Charges Ger- 
mans Prevented Rescue Work 
When Liner Was Sunk. 


BOSTON, May 18.—According to her 
captain, W. F. Wood, the Leyland 
steamer Etonian, which arrived from 
Liverpool today, was prevented, from 
going to the rescue of the passengers of 
the sinking Lusitania by a warning that 
an attack might be made on his own 
vessel. 

The Etonian left Liverpool May 6, a 
day before the Lusitania. When Capt. 
Wood was some # miles from Kinsale 
te received a wireless call from the Lu- 
sitania for immediate assistance. The 
call alsc was picked up by the steamers 
City of Exeter and Narragansett. The 
Narragensett, Capt. Wood said, was 
made a target for submarine attack, a 
torpedo missing her by a few feet, and 
her commander then warned Capt. 
Wood not to attempt to reach the Luaisi- 
tania. 

“It was 2 o’clock in the afternoon of 
May 7 that we received the wireless S 
O 8,” said Capt. Wood. “I was then 
about 42 miles distant from the position 
he gave me. The Narragansett and the 
City of Exeter were ahead of me. The 
Narragansett was closer to the Lusitan- 
ia and she answered tiie S. O. S. 

“After 5 p. m. I observed the City of 
Exeter cross our bows and she sigzg- 
naled: ‘Have you heard anything of the 
disaster?’ At that moment I saw the 
periscope of a submarine between the 
Etonian and the City of Exeter about 
a quarter of a mile directly ahead of us 
She dived as soon as she saw us. 

“I signaled to the engine room for 
every available inch of speed. Then we 
saw the submarine come up astern of 
us. The periscope remained in sight 
about 2 minutes. 

“‘No sooner had we lost sight of the 
submarine astern than I made out ar- 
other on the starboard bow. This one 
was on the surface. I starboarded 
hardaway from him, he swinging as we 
did. About eight minutes later he sub- 
merged. I continued at top speed for 
four hours and saw no more of the sub- 
marines. It was the ship’s speed that 
saved her, that’s all, 

“The Narraganestt, as soon as she 
heard the 8 O §S call, started to go to 
the assistance of the Lusitania. One 
of the submarines discharged a torpedo 
at her and missed her by not more than 
eight feet. The Narragansett then 
warned us not to attempt to go to the 
rescue and I got her wireless call whiie 
I was dodging the two submarines. You 
can see that three ships would have 
gone to the assistance of the Lusitania 
had they not been attacked by the twe 
submarines.”

STATIONS RANGE 
 QUO0 MILES 


Plant at Darien in Canal Zone 
Most Powerful in World— 
Cost $300,000. 


NEW YORK, May 1%.—With the com- 
pletion of the big wireless station at 
Darien, Canal Zone, the United States 
has the greatest and most powerful 
long-distance radio station in. the world. 
Its average range under ordinary 
weather conditions is 5000 miles. It took 
a year and a half to build it at a cost 
of $300,000. 


The Darien station is one of a chain 
of stations which will connect all the 
possessions of the United States. One 
will be built at Manila, another at Ha- 
waii and still another at San Diego. The 
Government already has a_i wireless 
plant at Arlington, near Washington. 
Through these stations constant com- 
munication will be maintained with ev- 
ery part of the insular and continenta 
possessiong ,of the country. ' 

Messages from Nauen, the chief wire- 
less station of the German Government 
near Bérlin, have been fread at Darién, 
and since the plant went into commis- 
sion on May 1, regular communications 
have passed between Darien and Arling- 
ton. 

The station has three 600-foot towers 
covering an area of sfx acres. The 
towers are different from those at Say- 
ville, L. I., from which the German 
Government receives and _ transmits 
most of its official communications to 
the United States and through which 
the German embassy communicates 
with Berlin. At Sayville the base of 
each tower is secured to its foundation 
by a great hinge, on which it will turn 
when pulled to an upright position. At 
Darien the towers were built piece by 
plece just like the framework of a 
skyscraper. They do no need the aid 
of guys to withstand the force of heavy 
storms. The Poulson system of wire- 
less telegraphy is used. 

Darien is located halfway between 
Panama and Colon, being 20 miles dis- 
tant from each city. The services of 
the station are reserved exclusively for 
the Navy Department. 

The station was constructed under the 
direction of Ira W. Dye, supervisor of 
radial stations of the Canal Zone.

NEW YORK, May 18.—Unless a Fed- 
eral court stops it the Missouri Cattle 
and Hog Ranch Co. may sell to the in- 
vesting public stock in a concern calcu- 
lated 
abroad,”’ to supply hog leather for the 
pairs of shoes needed by 


to ‘‘relieve the meat famine 


millions of 


soldiers, to sell pork at 75 cents a pound 
and beef at $1 a pound in Vienna, and to 
produce from a single sow and its 
progeny 28,000 hogs in six years at a 
profit of 3400 per cent, per sow. 

That the Federal grand jury is in- 
vestigating the company became known 
when Harold L. Davis, who was in- 
dicted but acquitted in connection with 
Franklins, Inc., was presented before 
Judge Hand for contempt. Davis was 
accused of having refused to produce 
before the grand jury books and pa- 
pers of the hog company, which has 
offices at 1 Wall street, and of which 
he is chief salesman. 

The company’s claim of 3400 per cent 
profit from a sow was related to the 
court by Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Stephenson. Its ‘“‘literature,”’ he 
said, proclaimed that a sow of the 
“mule foot’ variety would produce five 
litters in two years, with seven pigs to 
the litter. 

Defended Beauty of Pigs. 

‘‘Maybe you think there's not much 
beauty to a pig,”’ said one of the. circu- 
lars to a prospective investor, “‘but the 
sires and dams of these mule foots of 
ours have for generations been taking 
prizes all over the country for their 
pigly grace and beauty. And when 
the numerous descendants of those lady 
pig aristocrats tip the scale at 200 to 300 
pounds we ship them to the stockyards 
to add their quota to the profits of the 
Missouri Cattle and Hog Ranch Co.” 

The circular, which spoke of a 38,000 
acre ranch, at Rock Spring, Washing- 
ton County, Mo., was signed in the 
name of Simeon J. Thornton as pres- 
ident. It appealed to investors in this 
wise: 

“Why, I'm buying Hereford steers and 
mule-foot hogs and am shipping them 
to the big ranch so fast that I expect 
some day soon Jeff Higginbotham, my 
ranch manager, will write and say: 
‘Sim, if you go on stocking the ranch 
the way .you’ve begun, this old saddle 
of mine will soon be wore out keeping 
up with you.’ 

“And I'll answer back: ‘Jeff, if you 
don’t find that there saddle comfortable 
you let me know and I'll come across 
wtih a brand new one, ‘cause l’m go- 
ing to keep right on shipping cattle 
and hogs into that ranch just as long as 
the checks keep rolling in to pay the 
bills.’ And when they multiply, I hope 
he will be swampcd.”’ 

Golden Bull Was Nowhere, 

The circular also said that the profit 
derived from the raising of steers was 
not as great as that from hogs. How- 
ever, it was represented that a thin 
calf, costing $10, would welgh 12” 
pounds after a year’s grazing on the 
bluegrass of Washington County, and 
would fetch $80—a gross profit of 800 per 
cent. 

Mr. Stephenson said postoffice inspect- 
ors had found that the ranch stock con- 
sists of 31 hogs and 87 steers. He added 
that efforts to find .Thornton and the 
company’s secretary, Neva W. Bowling, 
have been unsuccessful.

T'S INDUSTRE 


Party of 16 Escorted to Various 
Plants Upon Their Ar- 
rival Here. . 


ONE IN NATIVE COSTUME 


B. M. L. to Confer With Them 
on Proposed Boat Line to 
Eastern Republic. 


The Honorary Commercial Commis- 
sioners of the Republic of China, 16 
wealthy and prominent Chinese, accom- 
panied by six Americans, arrived in St. 


Louis at 9 o’clock this morning for a 


two days’ stay. 

The first thing the visitors did, on be- 
ing escorted from their train to special 
trolley cars, was to look over the pro- 
gram prepared by the Business Men's 
League for their entertainment today 
and tomorrow. The next thing they did 
was to ask that most of the set program 
for tomorrow be dropped, so that indi- 
vidual members of the party could go 
where they pleased and see the things of 
most interest to them. 

This request pleased President Hidden 
of the Business Men’s Leagué> Sam D. 
Capen and others in charge of ‘the re- 
ception arrangements, and the commis- 
sioners were told that they could disre- 
gard tomorrow’s program as much as 
they wished/ and that each individual 
would be personally escorted in any 
special investigation he might wish to 
make of any particular industry. It was 
decided to adhere to today’s schedule. 

Visit Brewery First. 

The visitors were taken to the Plant- 
crs Hotel, and at 10:3 the commission’s 
‘‘special,”’ consisting of two parlor cars 
of the United Railways Co., started for 
the Anheuser ch brewery. to inspect 
the plant and ain for luncheon. An 
automobile tour of the city’s industrial 
plants was scheduled for this afternoon, 
to be followed by a dinner at the Sunset 
Hill Country Club. 

The midday edition of the Post-Dis- 
patch, the first page bearing a greeting 
in Chinese characters, was distributed 
to the visitors at the Planters. All 
read it with expressions of pleasure. 

A good-sized delegation from th 
league met the visitors at the statior. 
There was much bowing and handshak- 
ing, but very little conversation, in the 
few minutes after the delegates left the 
train. Then the Americans accompany- 
ing the party brought the few English- 
speaking Chinese to the front, and a 
basis of communication was soon estab- 
ished by Mayor Kiel and the other St 
Iouisans. 

Chang Chen Hsun (or Hsuen, for 
there is a German umlaut over the 
“u’’), president of the commission, was 
the center of interest. He was the only 
member of the commission who was 
wearing Chinese costume. This, it was 
explained, was because of his official 
position as the head of the delegation, 
which required some distinctive dress. 
He wore a loose jacket with ornamented 
sleeves, a’‘short kilt, or skirt, of blue 
silk, a derby hat, white stockings und 
the traditional Chinese sandals. 


Son Acts as Interpreter. 
Mr. Chang speaks no English, but his 


him as his personal secretary, acts as 
his interpreter. 

All the other visitors were in Ameri- 
can costume, most of them wearing 
frock coats and silk hats. David Z. T. 
Yui, secretary of the commission, and 
an executive official or the Chinese Y. 
M. C. A., was the best versed in En- 
glish. He is a Harvard graduate. 

Secretary Yui told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the commission would 
form its first thorough acquaintance 
with American industry and manufac- 
ture in St. Louis. In the Pacific Coast 
cities visited, San Francisco, Los An- 
geles and San Diego, the visitors saw 
the shipping and commercial arrange- 
ments, and the same was true in New 
Orleans. At Memphis yesterday they 
saw something of the great cotton trade. 
But in St. Louis they will see for the 
first time an allround industrial com- 
munity. 

Mr. Yui said the commissioners had 
been greatly interested in the Chinese- 
Japanese crisis of a few days ago, as 
they read of it in American newspapers, 
and that most of them: felt the best 
possible settlement had been reached— 
tor the present. “China will not forget 
Japan’s recent actions toward her,” he 
commented. 

Huan-Yi Liang, who is president of a 
Government lead mine in China, told 
President Hidden of the league that he 
wished to see as much as possible of his 
particular line of industry while in St. 
Louls. He was told that a visit to the 
Foutheast Missouri lead field would be 
arranged for him tomorrow, if he de- 
sired. 

To Visit Schools. 

Yen-Pelt Huang, former commisstoner 
uf education of the republic and now 
vice-president of the Educatidnal Asso- 
ciation of Kiangsu province, asked that 
he have an opportunity for a thoroughh 
examination of the city’s educational 
system. He will visity the high and 
grammar schools, and Washington Uni- 
versity tomorrow. 

United States Senator Stone, who is 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, was at the Planters 
when the Chinese guests arrived, and 
was fntroduced to the delegation. It was 
announced that he would speak at the 
farewell dinner to be given to the vis- 
itors tomorrow hight at the St. Louis 
Club.

URY DISAGREES ON 
WHO'S TO PAY FOR 
PICNIC TO VOTERS 


Grafton Man Gave ‘‘Boys”’ Fine 
Treat and Defeated Candidate 
Repudiated Bill. 


A jury in the Jersey County Court 
at Jerseyville, Ill, wrestled for 14 
hours with the momentous problem 
of who shall pay for the fish fry and 
beerfest given to Grafton residents 
on an island near Grafton, Sept. 9, in 
the interest of John Perrings’ candi- 
dacy for the Democratic nomination 
for County Treasurer. At 10:30 a. 
m. today the jury reported it could 
not agree and Judge Pogue ordered a 
new trial next December. 

Perrings, a Jerseyville land owner, 
had taken the case to the County 
Court on appeal from a Justice of the 
Peace Court at Grafton, where Wil- 
liam H. Shafer, a Grafton fish and 
meat dealer, had obtained judgment 
for $70, which he claimed he spent to 
give the picnic for Perrings. 

Shafer presented an itemized bill, 
showing Grafton residents had heen pro- 
vided with 150 pounds of fish, 5% barreis 
of beer, a case of beer, bread, meat 
sandwiches, soda, cigars, lard, baco, 
salt, pepper, toothpicks, playing cards 
and the services of a bartender, worth 
$2.30. He said Perrings had ordered him 
to “‘give a spread to the town, not to 
stint on anything and to send the Dill 
to him.”’ 


Debt illegal, His Defense. 


Perrings insisted he only had author- 
ized the purchase of a single barrel of 
beer. His attorney made the defensv 
that the debt would have been an il- 
legal one and that Perrings could not, 
under the corrupt practices act, pay iI' 
without ilability of prosecution. 

The jurors told Judge Pogue the only 
question they considered was whether 
Perrings ordered such an elaborate 
spread. Shafer said he did, and Perrings 
said he didn't. On first ballot eleven 
jurors believed Shafer, and on final 
ballot, only nine were on the fish deal- 
er’s side. 

Anyhow, Shafer is a thoroughly dis- 
gusted political worker. He was not 
acquainted with either Perrings or the 
latter's successful tival, James Catt, 
when Perrings arrived in Grafton last 
August to build up his political fence. 
So Shafer decided he might as well be 
for Perrings. 

He Carried the Township. 

He told Perrings that as Grafton had 
voted dry in the spring ele@tion, the 
“boys” gathered on Sundays on the 
isiand near the Missourt shore and 
opened a keg of beer. I was agreed the 
picnic was to be given the last Sunday 
before the primary. so ‘‘att wouldn't 
learn of his social stroke until 4t was 
tro late to give a similar treat.

NEW YORK, May 18.—“No,”’ said Paul

NO WORD COMES 
FROM GERARD 


Diplomatic Activity Continues at 
Washington to Maintain 
Frendly Relations. 


WASHINGTON, May i8.—Ambassador 
Gerard has transmitted no indication 
from the German Foreign Office as to 
woen a reply to the Aimerican note may 
be expected. Secretary Bryan said to- 
day “nothing of any importance’’ had 
been received from the Ambassador and 
that the State Department was without 
pdvices as to when tne reply would be 
seit. 

As to the United States seeking a safe 
conduct for Dr. Bernhard Dernburg 
when he leaves the country, Secretary 
Bryan said: “‘We have no. cfficial 
knowledge of Dr. Dernburg,”’ and re- 
fused to discuss the question further.

Ambassador Gerard has received no In- 
timation_of the feeling of the German 
Government.

Inasmuch as 
the press had not been permitted to 
publish the text of the note, the Am- 
bassador also was unable to report on 
the state of public opinion toward it. 


Meantime the diplomatic activity of 
Count von Bernstorff, the German Am- 
bassador, and Dr. Constantin T. Dumba. 
the Austrian Ambassador, both of whom 
are understood to be endeavoring to 
prevent a rupture df friendly relations 
between Germany and .the United 
States, is attracting much attention. 


Austrian Ambassador Sees Bryan. 
Dr. Dumba yesterday had a long con- 
ference with Secretary Bryan and later 
with other officials at the State Depart- 
ment. It is understood that Secretary 
Bryan apprised President Wilson in New 
York of the substance of the conversa- 
tion. Later Dr. Dumba conferred with 
Count von Bernstorff. 


Both the Austrian and German Am- 
bassadors are understood to have tele- 
graphed to their Governments urging 
suspension of submarine attacks on pas- 
senger ships while the diplomatic dis- 
cussions are in progress, because of the 
serious situation that has resulted in 
the United States from the sinking lot 
the Lusitania. They have cautioned ex- 
treme care lest the sinking of another 
ship with Americans aboard may. lead 
to an immediate break in the relations 
of the United States with Germany. 


Austria is watching with much inter- 
est the situation with which her ally is 
confronted in the United States, and her 
influence its being used in the direction 
of assisting In a peaceful settlement. 
Various suggestions have been dis- 
cussed by the German and Austrian 
Ambassadors and it is understood that 
many of them have been cabled to their 
home Governments.

May Be Nothing to Arbitrate. 

As for the questions raised in the 
American note which Germany is un- 
derstood to be willing to arbitrate, of- 
ficials here say the American Govern- 
ment will not be satisfied with less than 
an acceptance of the principles of hu- 
manity and tegalizy set forth in her 
rote, That Germany may question the 
right of neutrals aboard belligerent ves- 
sels, carrying contraband and offer to 
arbitrate it is anticipated ‘iere.

Should Germany adaamit the legality

CHARGE 2 1-26 


Every Fraction of Mile Counted 
as Mile, Adding to Revenues, 
R. A. Knapp Says. 


COMPLAINS OF _ SERVICE 


Tells State Commission Taking 
Off of Trains Has Increased 
Salesmen’s Expenses. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 

Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 18.—R. 
A. Knapp, chairman of the Ralroad 
Committee of the United Commercial 
Travelers of Missouri and of the Unit-: 
ed States, testified before the Public 
Service Commission today that the ysail- 


roads in Missouri are already charging 
passengers 24% cents a mile because they 
charge for a full mile for every fraction 
of a mile over an eighth. 

Knapp also testified that in many in- 
stances traveling men were forced to 
pay double fare because so many trains 
had been taken off in the railroads cam- 
paign of ‘‘educating the people’ that 
salesmen frequently were forced to 
double back over their regular routes. 

Knapp was the first witness called in 
the final hearing before the commission 
on the railroads’ petitions to increase 
freight and passenger rates. 

At the close of Knapp’s testimony, at- 
torneys for the railroads moved to have 
it expunged from the record, on the 
ground that he was not an expert nor a 
lawyer, but Chairman John M. Atkinson 
overruled the motion. 

Submits List of Charges. 

Knapp submitted a list of charges 
made by the railroads on a popular route 
in Southeast Missour! which he said a 
large number of salesmen are forced to 
travel «very week, in which he shows 
by the total mileage that the traveling 
men must pay 2% cents a mile over the 
entire route. The exhibit is as follows: 

“Moark to Poplar Bluff, 21 miles; fare 
66 cents. 

Harvielle to Poplar Bluff, 
one-half miles; fare 16 cents. 

Williamsville to Leeper, 16 miles; fare 
26 cents. 

Leeper to Mill Spring, one mile; fare 
4 cents. 

Leeper te Piedmont, six miles; fare 14 
cents, 

Hogan to Arcadia, 
16 cents. 

Bismarck to Mineral Point, 14 miles: 
fare, 30 cents. 

The total @f°above distances is 68% 
miles and the fare $1.69, which figures 
out 2% cents per mile.”’ 

Knapp told the commission that if a 
traveling man makes all the stops be- 
tween Poplar Bluff and St. Louis, as 
many of them do, the Missouri Pacific- 
Iron Mountain collects for 33 miles more 
than the actual mileage. 

“The Missouri Pacific is not the on) 
offender,’’ said Knapp. “I simply use 
it to show how all the railroads in the 
State take advantake of the fractiona) 
mile. If the railroads are granted thi: 
one cent a mile increase they are ask- 
ing for, it would actually mean a rate 
of 3% cents a mile for a traveling man 
making the small towns.”’ 

Knapp told the commission that if 
the railroads would stop issuing passes 
and carrying baggage free they would 
not need an increase in rates if, in- 
deed, they need one at all. 

Wants Mazaage Rate Inquiry. 

“Before any increase in Daggage rates 
is granted,’’ he said, ‘‘we suggest that 
the commission ascertain the amount 
of free baggage carried and then to 
figure the equivalent in dollars and 
cents of the amount of free goods, in- 
cluding ice, fish, groceries, household 
goods, machinery and tools that are 
carried daily in .the baggage cars and 
handled by the baggagemen.

national disputes, which furnishes a 
clear mode of procedure; and in which 
ic is set out that in question of a legal 
rature, and especially in the interpreta- 
tion of international conventions, arbi- 
tration js recognized by the contracting 
powers as the most effect!ve and most 
equitable means of settling disputes. 
Net only are the legal questions of the 
rights of our citizens involved, but also 
the interpretation of the treaty of 1828 
between Prussia and the United States. 


ARBITRATORS CAN BE FOUND. 

As to the nationality and number of 
arbitrators, that is a matter which may 
be settled without difficulty. The fact 
that many of the great states are at 
war does not leave the remaining neu- 
tral states without a plenteous repre- 
sentation of legal ability from which to 
make up an arbitration commission or 
court. Switzerland, Holland, Denmark 
and Sweden and the South American 
states have among their citizens and 
subjects an adequate number of eminent 
jurists, who are as acceptable as any 
that might be found in the states at 
war. 

The greatest difficulty involved in ar- 
bitration, in fact, one that seems to 
threaten its success unless Germany ex- 
hibits a very enlightened degree of for- 
bearance, would be met at the outset 
in. the compromis, as it is called.. The 
compromis is the preliminary agreement 
or treaty of the disputing states, set- 
ting out the subject of the dispute, the 
time allowed for appointing arbitra- 
tors; their number and how appointed; 
the languages to be used, the matter vf 
supplying a vacancy, the distribution of 
costs, the limits as to questions, and the 
whole arbited procedure. The compromis 
usually sets out agreed principles which 
bind the arbitrators. 


ALABAMA CASE ANALAGOUS. 

A somewhat analogous case is pre- 
sented in the Alabama Claims arbitra- 
tion of 1871, between Great Britain and 
the United States. This was a case in 
vhich the United States was awarded 
315,600,000 against Great Britain for the 
Icsses sustained in the Civil War from 
the sea-raider Alabama. When the Ala- 
bama was in process of construction in 
a British port, the United States in- 


fermed Great Britain of the fact and 


yointed out that under the obligations 
of the laws of neutrality Great Britain 
must not permit a war vessel to be 
}vlilt In its port which wes intended to 
be used against a state with which she 
was at peace. Great Britain was tardv 
in her investigation and the Alabama 
departed and at the Azores was 
cculpped for use by the Confederates. 

The compromis, known in this case 
as the Treaty of Washinzton, of May &, 
IS71, set out three rules which Great 
Britain very reluctantly agreed to, inas- 
much as the principles convicted her of 
a delinquency before the arbitration was 
enlered upon. These three rules have 
become universal law. They are, that 
a neutral state is bound— 

To use due diligence to prevent the 
fitting out, arming or equipping 
within its jurisdiction of any ves- 
sel of which it has reasonable 


grounds to believe w intended to 
cruise or carry on war against a 
Power with which it is at peace, and 
also to use like. ditgence to prevent 
the departure from its jurisdiction 
of any vessel intended to cruise or 
carry on war as above, such vessel 
having been specially adapted in 
whole or in part, Within such juris- 
diction, to warlike use. 

Not to permit or suffer either bel- 
ligerent to make use of its ports or 
waters as the base of naval oper- 
ations against the other, or for the 
purpose of renewal or augmentation 
of military supplies or arms, er the 
recruitment of men. 

To exercise due diligence in its 
waters and as to all persons within 
its jurisdiction, to prevent any vio- 
lations of the foregoing obligations 
and duties. 

As Great Britain had plainiy not ex- 
ercised due diligence in the Alabama 
case there rules were canaenahs as a 
confession of negligence. 


MIGHT ESTABLISH RULES. 

The compromis, in the event of arbi- 
tration with Germany, might similarly 
establish rules of naval warfare that 
would at once settle the whole sub- 
marine question. To speculate, the Unit- 
ei States would no doubt insist upon a 
et ee in the nature of the follow- 
ng: 

A belligerent state is bound—To 
safeguard the lines of non-combat- 
ants on belligerent or neutral mer- 
chantmen on the high sen in the ex- 
ercise of the right of vis't and search 
in every case in which a merchant 
vessel is not in a state of resistance 
Or is not taking direct rart in hos- 
tilities. 

This provision embodies the customary 
law on the subject, but to admit it 
must almost exclude the possibility of 
the submarine being used in the usual! 
operations of visit and search, where it 
cennot insure the protection of passeng- 
ers and crews of merchant veseels. The 
only activities that would be left legal'y 
to the submarine would be against mer- 
chant vessels resisting search, or under 
belligerent conyoy, or taking direct part 
in the war; and against war vessels. 
Such a restriction of ite usc would prob- 
ably place this new engine of war with- 
in an acceptable sphere. 

There is necessarily great doubt that 
Germany would agree to such stipula- 
tion; it would amount to self-condemna- 
tion, for nearly all past submarine op- 
erations and mean the practical abar- 
donment of the whole war zone prv- 
gram. 


SAFEGUARDING PASSENGERS. 

The question as to what constituted 
“self-guarding the lives’’ of passengere 
and.crews of merchant vessels would 
reat with the decision of the arbitra- 
tors. Where a merchant vessel was mei 
up with by a submarine near a coast 
and there were sufficient small boats 
to accommodate persons on board, . it 
might be contended with logic that to 
give those on board time to enter the 
small boats would satisfy the obligs- 
tions of the attacking vessel. On the 

Other hand, were the merchant vessel 
so far off the coast as to threaten the 
lives of persons in small boats through 
exposure, the obligations would not »e 
discharged by merely giving those or 
board time to take to the boats. 

It is expecting a great deal from Ger- 
many in asking her to agree to the 
suggested principle, but the treaty of 
Washington appeared no less inaccept- 
able to Great Britain, and the latter's 
final acceptance of it was a high-mind- 
ed act of sacrifice of might for right. 
It is likewise not unworthy of a state 
of Germany's greatness to make a simi- 
lar sacrifice in behalf of justice and hu- 
manity and the orderly progress of the 
world.

REVOLUTIONARY 
MOVE IN TRIESTE 


Public Continues Warlike 
Attitude; Special Trains 
Are Ready for German and 
Austrian Ambassadors if 
Hostilities Start. 


ROME, May 18.—The automobiles 
of every member of the Cabinet, with 
the exception of that of Premier Sal- 


andra, were commandeered today by 

the army authorities. 

Dispatches from Trieste confirm 
prévious reports that a revolutionary 
movement is in progress there. 

The town is in a state of siege. 
The presence of the military, how- 
ever, bas failed to prevent attempts 
at populat, uprisings and demonstra- 
tions of h lity to Emperor Fran- 
ein Joseph. 

The Italian Parliament will be asked 
Thursday to vote only on a bill contain- 
ing a single clause conferring plenary 
powers on the Government, according to 
the Giornale d'Italia. Final action re- 
garding war is not expected until after 
that time, unless Austria makes the first 
Move, which ig considered unlikely, in 
view of the pacific speeches made in the 
Hungarian Diet. 

Alarmist rumors of all kinds are be- 
ing circulated in Rome, and the situa- 
tion is so tense there are many who 
believe them all. One report today was 
that Prince von Buelow, the German 
Ambassador, already had left the city 
secretly. It was unfounded, although 
a special train is kept in readiness to 
carry him to St. Gothard if a break 
comes, as he is understood to have ex- 
pressed a wish to return to Berlin by 
way of Switzerland. Another special 
stands with steam up ready to speed 
for the Austrian frontier by way of 
Verona and Brenner, with Baron von 
Maccio, the Austrian Ambassador, and 
his staff. 

Foreign Minister ‘Sonnino cc-nferred at 
length this afternoon with the British 
Ambassador and the Rumanian Minis- 
ter. . 

Former Premier Giolitti, whose dra- 
matic appearance in Rome precipitated 
a ministerial crisis because of his avow- 
als of peace, started yesterday for his 
home in the village of Gavyour, accom- 
panied by his son-in-law, Deputy Chia- 
raviglio. Before leaving Rome, he ex- 
pressed to friends the hope that he 
g00n will be able to explain how greatly 
he has been misunderstood and how 
ardently he desires the successful main- 
tenance of the honor of the fatherland 
to which the remainder of his life’s ef- 
fort will he devoted. 

The Cabinet council yesterday was 
@ne of the longest on record. At its 
close a brief communication was issued 
stating that the Ministers discussed the 
gtatement to be made before Parliament.

SIR EDGAR SPEYER 
HAS RESIGNED AS 
PRIVY COUNCILLOR 


Rich London Banker of German 
Birth Had Been Attacked by 
Lord Beresford. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispateh 
and New York World. 
LONDON, May 18.—Sir Edgar Speyer, 
who has been attacked in the newspa~ 
pers ever since the Lusitania disaster, 
because of his German origin, and who 
virtually was accused of treason, though 
not by name, by Lord Charlies Beres- 
ford in a meeting at Mansion House 
last Thursday, has resigned his mem- 
bership of the Privy Council, in a let- 
ter to Prime Minster Asquith, at the 


same time requesting that the baronet- 
cy given to him by the late King Ed- 
ward be revoked. His letter says: 

Dear Mr. Asquith; Nothing is hard- 
er to bear than a sense of injustice 
that finds no vent in expression. For 
the last nine months I have kept 
silence and treated with disdain the 
charges of disloyalty and the sug- 
gestion of treachery made against 
me in the press and elsewhere. 


Could Be Silent No Longer. 

But I can keep silence no longer, 
for these charges and suggestions 
have now been repeated by public 
men who have not scrupled to use 
their position to inflame the over- 
strained feelings of the people. 

I am not a man who can be driven 
or drummed by threats or abuse into 
an attitude of justification, but I con- 
sidered it due to my honor as a 
loyal British subject, and my per- 
sonal dignity as a man, to retire 
from all my public positions. I, 
therefore, write to ask you to accept 
my resignation as a Privy Council- 
lor and to revoke my baronetcy. I 
am sending this letter to the press. 
The Chronicle aids that Sir Pdgar 
has resigned the chairmanship of Un- 
derground Electric Railways Co. of 
London: also has resigned from the 
council of King Edward's hospital fund 
and has given up the presidency of 
Popular Hospital as well as the trus- 
teeship of the Whitechapel Art Gal- 
lery. 

Lord Beresford’, Denunctation. 
Sir Edgar's reference to public men 
assailing him probably alludes to Lord 
Beresford, who, at the Mansion House, 
at a meeting called to demand the in- 
ternment of enemy aliens, said: 

“The most dangerous enemies in our 
midst are the rich, independent, natu- 
religed Gemans of high positien. They | 
ewe tables influence in British etfaires 


and yet all have their appointed places 
and duty provided we are invaded.’’ 

Lord Beresford followed this up with 
a specific demand for the removal of all 
Privy Councillors of German birth. 

Besides Sir Edgar Speyer he referred 
to Prince Christian of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, who has resided in England since 
his marriage in 1866 to the Princess 
Helen, King George's aunt, and to Sir 
Ernest Cassel, who was born and 
brought up in Cologne.

He declares that Frank W. Schramm 
said to him: ‘‘Mockler, in return for 
the favor of my appointing you, I expect 
you to remember that I am in the real 
estate business.”’ 

Mockler says he replied that when he 
was District Assessor he had not found 
ihat many people he encountered in the 
eight years were either trying to buy or 
sell real estate.

Salute of Six- Pounders 


Five-Mile Line of Fighting Craft 
Departs From New York.

NEW YORK, May 18.—The big fleat 
of warships which has been at anchor 
in the Hudson River for 10 days steamed 
sea at 1 with

Hieaded by the superdreadnought Wyo- 
ming, Admiral Fletcher's flagship, the 
14 battleships and their train of lesser 
fighting craft .steamed past the presi- 
dential yacht at a speed of 14 knots, 
each ship with its sailors and marines 
standing at the rail at attention. 

As each craft neared the Mayflower 
her six-pounders, fore and aft, let loose 
white puffs of smoke and over the 
harbor there roared the thunder of a 
presidential salute of 21 guns. 

Tens of thousands of persons viewed 
the great marine procession. Along the 
water fronts on both sides of the Hud- 
son the pliers were black with spec- 
tators, the windows of the downtown 
skycrapers were thronged, hundreds on 
housétops witnessed the spectacle and 
Battery Park, southermost tip of Man- 
hattan, was- filled with a crowd that 
stretched from the sea wall across the 
acres of green to the custom house. 


Thousands Watch Departtre. 

Traffic on the Hudson River was sus- 
pended between the Manhattan and New 
Jersey shores half an hour before the 
fleet sailed. Ferry boats, excursion 
steamers, tugs and other craft lay at 
dock, with many thousands of Dei'scns 
who had come to watch the departure. 
It seemed as if all New . York had 
swarmed to the river’s edge to say good- 
by. The day was overcast, but through 
the clouds the sun shone at intervals. 

Close by the Mayflower lay the Dol- 
phin, Isis and the Yankton, with Gov- 
ernment officials, members of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee and newspaper men 
and invited guests aboard. Swinging at 
anchor the little reviewing squadron 
tossed out streams of pennants and 
bunting. 

As each battleship passed the May- 
flower, with the crew lining the rails 
and turrets with a fringe of blue, the 
ship’s band played the national anthem. 
There was little cheermg m response. | 
In bidding good-by to the fleet, the 
crowds seemed to be in thoughtful 
mood, 

President Lifts His Hat. 

President Wilson remained on_ the 
bridge of the Maylflowe- throughout 
the review of the fleet, watching the 
great battleships and then the smalier 
craft steam rapidly out to sea. Several 
times he commented on their excellent 
and business-like appearar.ce. 

As Admiral Fletcher, on the bridge of 
the Wyoming, led the fleet in review, 
the President lifted his hat in acknow!l- 
edement of the Admiral's salute. The 
President stood bareheaded during al- 
most all of the impressive spectacle. 

With the President on the bridge were 
Secretaries Daniels and Lane, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt, Sec- 
retary Tumulty and Capt. Berry of the 
yacht. -Miss Margaret Wilson, the 
President's daughter, Mrs. George 
Howe, his sister, and other members of 
his. personal party, watched the review 
from other parts of the vessel. 

Interested in Submarines. 

The President displayed particular in- 
terest in the submarine flotilla, which 
was led by the K6. He asked many 
questions about the different types, how 
they were submerged and accommoda- 
tions for the crews. Those with him 
could not help believing he was thinking 
of the dahmage done by the miniature 
beats during the present war and the 
sinking of the Lusitania. 

As ship after ship passed the May- 
flower, with their bands playing ‘‘The 
Star-Spangled Banner’ and their crews 
manning the rails, the President bowed 
to their officers on the bridges in an- 
swer to their salutes. os 
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Barnett, commandant of the Marine 
Corps; Mrs. Fletcher, wife ‘of the Ad- 
miral; Assistant Secretary Vrooman of 
the Agricultural Department; Assistan: 
Attorney-General Graham, members of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee and 
several guests of Mrs. Daniels. 
Leaves for Washington. 

The Mayflower, carrying the Presi- 
dent sailed for Washington at 1:30. She 
will make the trip to Washington by 
slow stages, arriving there Thursday 
morning. She will be convoyed by « 
cruiser. The Dolphin will remain here 
on neutrality patrol duty, and the White 
House will be kept in touch with the 
Mayflower’s progress by wireless. After 
leaving the Mayflower for the Dolphin 
Secretary Daniels expressed enthusiasin 
over the review. 

“The long line of dreadnoughts was an 
expression of majesty and power and 
stimulated the pride of the thousands of 
American citizens who saw it,’ he said 
“It did not go oyt for a spectacle, but 
for practice. 

“For nearly four months the fleet has 
been at practice. It now goes to Narra- 
gansett for the most elaborate war game 
ever held. Then all the ships needing 
repairs will be overhauled until the last 
of June. There have been but few de- 
sertions while the fleet was here.”’ 

Admiral Fletcher's Message. 

From his flagship, Admiral Fletcher 
sent this message by wireless to Rear 
Admiral Usher at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard: 

“The Atlantic fleet is leaving the har- 
bor for maneuvers ‘at sea. Will you 
please inform the Mayor that the officers 
and men of the fleet desire to reiterate 
their ‘sincere appreciation of the many 
courtesies and wunbounded hospitality 
extended them by ‘the eitizens ‘of ‘New’ 
York City, which have made the visit 
of the fleet a memorable one and will 
leave a lasting impression upon us all?’’ 

The fleet is due off Newport at mid- 
night on Wednesday to begin its share 
In the naval game which opens at that 
hour, and will attempt to check an at- 
tack from an “‘enemy’ fleet seeking a 
landing on the Atlantic seaboard any- 
where from East Port, Me., to Cape 
Hatteras.

Too Dark for Shooting. 

“The night was not very dark, but 
there was no moon and scarcely any 
wind. All the dispositions were made 
We were from 7) 
to 300 vards from the enemy’s front 
trenches and many nasty obstacles had 
to be overcome. We had to depend on 
bayonets and grenades. It was too dark 
for shooting. 

“Our left attacked at 11:30 o’clock and 
succeeded in storming the German line 
and overthrowing the defenders. Before 
long our left center was dashing in with 
cold steel. It penetrated two lines of 
German trenches and killed or wounded 
most of the defenders and made a good 
front of about 800 yards in the German 
position. 

“Our extreme left attack was less for- 
tunate, as a Maxim fire on this flank 
Was severe and accurate. But the In- 
dian troops on this side eventually pen- 
etrated through the opening made by 
the left center and soon began to out- 
flank and break down the defenses in 
front of the original left of our attack. 

“‘As the morning dawned a severe fire 
was opened from supporting positions in 
the rear of the German line and agains:

our advance. Our artillery work was 
better than that of last week. 


Men Storm German Lines. 


‘“‘At 3 o'clock in the morning a fresh 
and formidable line of British infantry 
advanced from ovr right against the 
German trenches in the direction of 
Festubert. The men stormed the Ger- 
man lines with the utmost gallantry 
and soon made themselves masters if 
a front of 1400 yards. They overwhelmed 
the second line and then penetrated the 
reserve trenches, causing 
heavy losses. 

“By 11 o'clock this attack had pene- 
trated for a mile into the German lines 
and promised to extend round the Ger- 
mans, who still held their 
trenches between our, right and our 
center attacks. ‘We had, in short, by 
noon, overthrown almost completely the 
Germans on our front, and when the 
writer left the scene there seemed good 
hope that the inevitanle German coun- 
ter-attack would prove costly and inef- 
fective.”’

Dead Pliled Like Corn Stalks. 

‘Saturday night saw no lessening in 
the intensity of the struggle,’’ he adds. 
“On the Ypres front, although outnum- 
bered and in danger of being outflanked, 
our men again and again hurled back 
German attacks. During the darkness 
the Germans, as though aware that with 
every passing hour their opportunity 
was slipping away, continued to hur! 
themselves against our lines. 

“Men who lived through this night 
shot until they could no longer hold 
their rifles. The fury of the assault 
was indescribable. Dawn of Sunday 
showed in the flelas in front of Ypres 
their dead piled like cornstalks at har- 
vest time: British, together with Ger. 
mans, lving side by side.”’ 


GERMANS FIGHT 
FRENCH AMONG 
CEMETERY TOMBS 


PARIS, May 18.—The official “eye 
witness’’ with the French army gives a 
description of the attack on Neuville 
St. Vaast. 

“From 6 to 10 o'clock in the morning 
of May 9,"" he says, ‘“‘the artillery pre- 
pared for the infantry attack with 
thousands of projectiles. Nearly every 
one of these going home, the enemy was 
demoralized. At 10 o'clock, according 
to prearrangement, our infantry, massed 
in the rear, led out of the trenches with- 
out further order. Barbed wire, as thick 
as a man’s finger, protecting the enemy's 
works, had been annihilated by our fire. 
Bridges prepared in advance for cross- 
ing the trenches were thrown aside in 
the ardor of the assault, the men leaped 
across the gaps and rushed to the crest 
of the hill separating them from La- 
targette, without flinching. under a 
heavy rifle and machine gun fire. 

“The Germans, astonished at our as. 
sault, seemed nailed to the spot, and 
when the two forces came into contact 
only those machine guns which were in 
protected positions continued to fire. 
They were, however, unable to check 
thebadvance of our men, who reached 
the houses in Latargette. There hand 
to hand fighting in the streets and in the 
orchards ensued and our advance was 
somewhat stayed. But the town was 
soon surrounded. Fighting their waythe 
French troops finally reached the firs:

VERY seventh person who dies, 
dies from tuberculosis.

St. Louis has a higher death rate 
from tuberculosis than any other 
large city in the country. In the inter- 
est of the Post-Dispatch campaign 
against this White Plague, I spent 
days in the New York clinics and dis- 
pensaries and with visiting nurses 
in the homeg of the sufferers, and 
this is what I found:

Edwin P. Deal cannot obtain from 
Auditor John P. Gordon warrants legai- 
izing the payment of $17,300 to special 
Senate committees for investigations au- 
thorized by the Senate. 

Although there is no suggestion that 
the Attorney-General’s opinion is not le- 
gally sound, politicians say that it wil 
make several influential friends for At- 
torney-General Barker in his campaign 
for the nomination for Governor whv 
would have been lukewarm, !f not hos- 
tile, if he had found that the law fa- 
vored the Treasurer. 

The cause of the official joy goes 
back to last February, when Treasurer 
Deal issued a report in which he criti- 
cised almost every official with the ex- 
ception of Attorney-General! Barker. His 
report showed that the expenses of con- 
ducting the departments were much 
greater than they had been under Re- 
publican officlals. 

The report resulted in a stcrm of pro- 
test and anger from other officials. Re- 
lations between Auditor Gordon and

Legislative Expenditures, 
The immediate situation calling for 
the opinion from the Attorney-General 
arose as a result of the financial system 


made. Although je Legislature con- 
venes early in January, there is no 
money available to pay the salaries of 
members and clerks, of any expenses 
of the Legislature until the appropria- 
tion bill is passed late in March. 

To enable persons entitled to money to 
get it, it has been customary for many 
vears for the presiding officer of each 
House to issue script directing the 
Treasurer to pay the amount stated on 
it. Script was issued during the last 
session to the amount of $295,000. Each 
plece was paid by Treasurer Deal after 
Auditor Gordon had certified on the 
back that it was a proper charge against 
the State. 

“The Auditor was prohibited by law 
to—isSue a Warrant on the Treasurer 
until after the appropriation bill was 
passed. Consequently the paid script 
riled up in the Treasurer's office. In- 
cluded in it is $27,300 paid out of the con- 
tingent funds of the Senate and House 
of Representatives for committees to 
conduct investigations after the ad- 
journment of the session. 

Immediately after the adjournment 
Auditor Gordon asked Attorney-General 
barker if he legally could issue war- 
rants for the payments from the Senate 
contingent fund. He asked nothing 
about a $10,000 payment from the House 
fund. to investigate State departments 
and institutions. 

Has Paiq Out the Money. 

Treasurer Deal already has paid out 
the money. The Attorney-General holds 
that the Auditor cannot issue the war- 
rants, holding that the Legislature has 
no right to use any of its contingent 
fund after adjournment. The effect 
of this is that Treasurer Deal is liable 
for the $17,300 unless the chairmen of 
the Senate committees return the money 
to him. It is understood that none of 
it has been expended by them. 

A different situation presents itself in 
reference to the appropriation for the 
House Investigating Committee. The 
Attorney-General does not mention this 
committee in his opinion, but has ex- 
pressed the opinion that its expenditures 
are not legal. He holds that neither 
house can pay an employe more than 
$ a day. This committee has had one 
expert accountant at $15 a day and four 
at $10 a day at work for more than two 
months. Chairman Frank H. Farris has 
been paying them regularly, and has 
been paying other employes. He told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that they ac- 
cepted the employment in good faith and 
that he intended to keep them paid up, 
so they would lose nothing. 

Division of the Fund. 

The money from the Senate contin- 
gent fund is divided as follows: Sen- 
ators John F. Morton of Ray County, 
chairman of a committee to investigate 
fire insurance, $10,000; Senator Michael 
Kinney of St. Louis, chairman of a com- 
mittee to investigate wages of women. 
3000; Senator Carter M. Buford of 
Reynolds County, chairman of a com- 
mittee to decide on the decoration of 
the Senate chamber of the new Capi- 
tol, $1800; Senator Charles P. Hawkins 
of Dunklin County, chairman of a com- 
mittee on penitentiary reform, $1000, ana 
Senator Edwin L. Moore of Barton 
County, appointed chairman of a com- 
mittee to investigate children's wages.) 
Senator Moore more than a month ago 
tendered his resignation, holding that 
the committee was not legal. 

It is considered probable that all of 
this money will be returned. Auditor 
Gordon has said since receiving the opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General that he 
probably would issue the warrant for 
the House Investigating Committee, but 
that he wished to investigate the matter 
further before doing 80. 

The departments being investigated 
by the House Committee include Gor- 
don's office, the penitentiary, of which 
he is one of the inspectors, the Treas- 
urer’s office, the Secretary of State's 
office and the insurance department. 

Had te Discount Script. 

The only period for many years in 
which money has not been paid out of 
the treasury on legislative script was 
during the Folk administration when 
Jacob F. Gmelich, a Republican, was

The quiet glee of the politicians is due 
tv the fact that they believe the At- 
torney-General’s opinion puts Treasurer 
Deal “in a hole,” where he personally 
would be liable for the return of some 
of the money which he has paid out on 
the Auditor's certification of legislative 
script if it were expended. This, some 
uf them privately say, would be suffi- 
cient revenge for his report criticising 
Democratic officials.

Giovanni Giaconi, slayer of Mrs. Te- 
resa Cratto, was condemned to death 
by a jury in Judge Arnold's court last 
night. The jury went out at 8:30 p. 
m. and consumed only half an hour 
in its deliberations. The trial opened 


at 2p. m. yesterday. The last hanging 
in St. Louis, that of a negro, was eight 
years ago. The iast hanging of a white 
man was 10 years ago. 
Giaconi is 39 years eld. Mrs. Cratto 
was 38 and the mother of seven chil- 
dren. Giaconi shot her as she prayed 
with a rosary in her hand at her home, 
1310 Hickory street, March 14 last. 
Two of Mrs. Cratto’s chiidren, George, 
10, and Margaret, 6, were in the room 
when the shooting occurred. They were 
the principal witnesses against Giaconi. 
Their testimony mainly consisted in 
identifying him as the man who shot 
their mother.

WHERE AMERICA STANDS. 

When the President, in his speech at the 
Mayor’s luncheon in New York, declared that 
“America asks nothing for herself except what 
she has a right to ask for humanity,” he trans 
lated the note to Germany out of the language 
of diplomacy into the language of the people. 

That is what the United States means in this 
crisis. As the President so felicitously expresses 
it: “We want no nation’s property; we wish to 
question no nation’s honor; we wish to stand 
selfishly in the way of the development of no 
pation; we want nothing that we cannot get by 
our own legitimate enterprise and by the inspira- 
tion of our own example; and standing for these 
things it is not pretension on our part to say 
that we are privileged to stand for what every 
nation would wish to stand for, and speak for 
those things which all humanity must desire.” 

It is because “the force of America is the force 
of moral principle, that there is not anything else 
that she loves and that there is not anything else 
for which she will contend,” that the country has 
responded unanimously to President Wilson’s 
leadership. He stands forth not merely as chief 
magistrate of the nation, not merely as executive 
head of the Government, but as the very embodl- 
ment of that moral principle without which the 
republic could not live. ~ 

The Berlin correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
whose news sources are exceptional, telegraphs 
that “Germany will not deviate one iota from its 
submarine warfare against England.” This opin- 
ion is “based upon a knowledge of the situation 
here and the temper of governmental, army and 
navy circles, the press and the people.” Be that 
as it may, there is an American temper that is 
not to be disregarded either, and the temper is 
the temper of 100,000,000 people who, as the 
President says, asks nothing for themselves ex- 
cept what they have a right to ask for humanity. 
Germany is blind indeed if she does not see the 
significance of the President’s meaning. 

The American people sometimes treat their 
Government lightly. They habitually treat their 
politics lightly and their political issues lightly. 
But they never treat their ideals lightly. They 
never permit those ideals to be trampled under 
foot, no matter what the cost of protection may 
be. It may not be easy for the German Govern- 
ment in its present state of mind to show to 
those ideals the respect they deserve, but the 
need of so doing is imperative. Today, as the 
President said, “we are privileged to stand for 
what every nation would wish to stand for.” If 
Germany does not wish to stand for it, so much 
the worse for Germany. 
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ALL THE TRAFFIC WILL BEAR.

I do not refer to this for the purpose of 
calling the attention of the Imperial German 
Government at this time to the surprising ir- 
regulerity of a communication from the Im- 
perial German Embassy at Washington ad- 
dressed to the people of the United States 
through the newspapers, but only for the pur- 
pose of pointing out that no warning that an 
unlawful and inhumane act would be com- 
mitted can possibly be accepted as an excuse 
or palliation for that act or as an abatement 
of. the responsibility for its commission. 

That the German Embassy communicated with 
the American people was astonishing; that it did 
so through the advertising columns of newspapers 
was amazing. It was complimentary to the 
American press. It was not only “a surprising 
irregularity,” as the President mildly describes it, 
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nant influence on American sentiment is con- 
cerned. Rockefeller fotndations will be wisely 
reserved for fields other than that of journalism. 
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A PUBLIC SOANDAL.

FUTURE HANGS ON 
SHOWING TONIGHT 


Anything Less Than a Draw 
With Pearson Will Indicate 
Clever Boxer das Slipped.

Harry Trendall, the local boxer, who 
meets Charlie Pearson of Kansas City 
in a scheduled eight-round bout at the 
Future City Athletic Club tonight, takes 
issue with critics who believe he has 
gone back, but has adopted the sensible 
plan of allowing his performance in the 


ring to be the criterion by which he 
shall be judged, so far as his ability as 
a boxer is concerned. 

lt seems improbable that Trendall can 
be so good as he was Known to be a 
year and a half ago, because he has 
done so little ring work during that 
time, while prior to then he was a very 
busy member of the fistic profession. 
This should not imply that his physical 
condition is not just as good as it was 
when he was boxing at his best, but it 
is an adage in the ring that a fighter 
must fight to be at his best. Absence 
of long intervals from the ring usually 
reduce a boxer’s speed, take the snap 
from his punch and make his judgment 
of distance poor. 

It is only because Trendall. has not 
been boxing with regularity that many 
of his admirers fear he is not so good 
as he was. He has never been accused 
of dissipated habits, and his greatest 
fault as a professional boxer appears to 
be his aversion to enter a siege of train- 
ing. In a sense this may be taken as a 
virtue, because it indicates that when 
he does undertake it he ddées it with a 
full realization of the hardships of real 
training and is determined to go through 
with the tiring, monotonous grind re- 
gardiess of whatever personal sacrifice 
may be involved. This sort of a boxer 
usually comes into the ring in good 
physical condition, and it is seldom 
Trendall has ever come in any other 


raves No Joke to Trendall. 


Trendall has been taking his bout 
with Pierson seriously, and has been 


in hard daily training. Th his prac- 
tice bouts with Lee Patterson he has 
shown strength and endurance. He 
has been boxing well, too, but theo 
speed and judgment shown against a 
sparring partner does not always 
signify its certainty against an oppo- 
nent in the ring. 

It is difficult to learn from Tren- 
dall ‘what his exact weight is, but 
physical appearances’ indicate that 
he will enter the ring tonight weigh- 
ing about 138 or 140 pounds. Thig is 
good enough, He has grown a bit 
heavier. Besides, he will be boxing 
a man weighing about 145 ounds. 
It will be a welterweight battle. 

Pierson got in from Kansas City 
vesterday morning, looking better 
than on any previous occasion he has 
appeared in St. Louis. He expects to 
meet a fast, clever man in Trendall, 
ang has trained for it. Pierson will 
never look slender; he is not built 
that way: but there appears to be no 
paunch or rolls of fat. He looks to 
be in wood condition, and acted it 
when he took a light workout at the 
Future City A. C. yesterday morning.

CABINET OFFICIAL 


New York Evening Post’s Pro- 
prietor Points Out Strength 
of Secretary of State. 


LOYAL TO THE PRESIDENT 


Plays the Game Fairly and 
Squarely; Concedes Superiority 
of Wilson’s Ability. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Rureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 18—The Evening 
Post prints the following special corre- 
spondence from Washington, signed 
with the initials of the newspaper's pro- 
prietor, Oswald G. Villard: 

“Well, put what have you got to say 
about Bryan?” This was the question 
asked by a prominent business man the 
other day after he had reluctantly con- 
fessed that the President's note and his 
entire handling of the German situa- 
tion had redeemed such ‘‘mistakes’’ as 
the tariff bill and the policy towards 
Mexico and convinced him that the man 
in the White House is in every way 
equal to the task before him. The ques- 
tion is suggestive. 

What is there to say about William J. 
Bryan today—particularly now that his 
sticking to his desk and abandonment 
at least for the moment of his Chau- 
tauqua lectures has deprived the hu- 
morous paragraphers and cartoonists of 
any excuse for lampooning the Secretary 
of State? 

Well, there are several answers to be 
made. The first is that whatever may 
be the popllar impression in regard to 
Me. Bryan, and however humorous his 
mistakes of tact and policy, the visitor 
to Washington who has the means to 
acquire an inside knowledge soon finds 
out that Mr. Bryan has the complete 
respect of all his Cabinet associates. 
They may smile at some of his vagaries 
and regret some of his nonofficial activi- 
ties, but they like him and think wel) 
of him none the less. Primarily. it is 
because of his intense loyalty to the 
President. 

Leyalty to the President. 

Now, it is easy to say that a Cabinet 
officer owes loyalty to the President 
first of all, but there are all kinds and 
degrees of loyalty. Mr. Bryan’s variety 
is singularly whole-hearted, devoted and 
faithful. Between the two men, so dis- 
similar in training, in antecedents, in 
mental processes, has sprung up a genu- 
ine and affectionate friendship. On Mr. 
Bryan's part there is the profoundest 
admiration for his chief, whose superivur- 
ity in ability and in literary and political 
skill he most generously concedes. Ov 
Mr. Wilson's side there is genuine re- 
gard and sincere gratitude for great aid 
freely given, not only in the matter of 
thecurrency bill, which stands largely 
as Mr. Bryan’s personal contribution to 
nu fine record for achievement of the 
Wilson administration, but in other leg- 
islative matters, indeed in ali matters. 

It is, of course, a fact that all the 
most important steps taken in our ex- 
ceedingly difficult foreign reiations dur- 
ing the last two years have been initiat- 
ed and outlined by the President. The 
future historian of this administration 
will be able to make a startling showing 
as to the number of notes signed by 
Bryan which have been written by 
Woodrow Wilson. We are witnessing, 
in short, a phenomenon .somewhat simi- 
lar to that occasionally seen in the 
British Cabinet when the Prime Minis- 
ter takes over a given portfolio, wheth 
er it be that of foreign affairs or of th: 
War Office, with this difference, that 
the Prime Minister usually takes over'a 
vacant office. 

Mr. Bryan might be said to have vol- 
untarily assumed a position somewhat 
approximating that or the British Un 
der-Secreiary for Foreign Affairs. Sx 
far from having any feeling because ot 
the taking over by the President of the 
composition of the most important notes, 
which began early in the administra- 
tion with Mr. Wilson's drafting the re- 
plies to Japan, he has welcomed the 
President's readiness to take over this 
duty, and froquently consults him about 
minor documents and asks him for aid 
in licking them into shape. This the 
President frequently accomplishes by a 
mere stroke or two of his pen, for which 
achievements Mr. Bryan's admiration ts 
not concealed. 

But the very fact that the President, 
as Captain of the ship of state, is in 
charge of the foreign affairs of the Unit- 
ed States makes it all the more unjust 
when men of the standing of George 
W. Wickersham and others of like cali- 
ber unfairly attack Mr. Bryan for the 
policy of the Government in that field 
of endeavor. If there is any criticism 
to be made of the foreizn policy, they 
should at least make their charges 
“against the man responsible, who hap- 
bens to be the President of the United 
States. 


. Not a Nonentity. 


No one must think, howev er, from the 
above that Mr. Bryan is a nonentity or 
‘that he fails to make contributions of 
genuine value at Cabinet meetings. He 
is forceful and earnest in his presenta- 
tion .of his views and he has an extraor- 
dinaty ability to put himself in the 
other man’s place. His contribution of 
an important paragraph to the Wilson 
nete to Germany is but an example of 
his useful activities, and his Cabinet as- 
weclates are still talking in highest ad- 
mMration of his extraordinary eloquent 
rentement of his views at the meeting on

cause. It is known that he would not 
hesitate to run for Governor of Ne- 
braska next year if he thought it would 
help the party, and he is eager to make 
any sacrifice to aid Mr. Wilson, because 
he believes that the President is a sin- 
cere Democrat with a small ‘‘d’ and 
thoroughly devoted to the welfare of the 
masses of the people. 
Where the Secretary Is Weak. 

Mr. Bryan’s weaknesses as Secretary 
of State are chiefly due to his lack of 
education, and particularly to his lack of 
experience in administrative office. Un- 
til he came here he was a leader with 
a never-ceasing flow of language and 
promise without ever having nad the 
experience of translating promises and 
theories into action or legislation. He 
was an agitator, pure and simple—a self- 
made man—and one, be it noted, who 
never reads a book, but gains his 
knowledge of political problems and 
remedies exclusively from newspapers, 
magazines and contact with many 
human beings. 

Mr. Wilson’s great strength lies in his 
ability to tackle any great question and 
come to a finality about it by the appli- 
cation of intense mental effort trained 
by years of studious and methodical 
scholarship. As a teacher, he has had 
to be exact in his facts. Mr. Bryan 
knows nothing of that kind of approach 
to a problem; he has never before had 
to think intensively and exactly with 
the knowledge that he will be neld re- 
sponsible for his utterances. He is ob- 
vioysly lacking in taste, breeding and 
knowledge of the world, despite his 
traveling. But this is offset by his earn- 
estness, his rugged force and his real 
humility, for that is the word that best 
describes his attitude in the Cabinet. 

Not Mischief-Maker. 

One has only to think how much mis- 
chief Mr. Bryan could do if he were 
only outwardly loyal, or if he were as 
ambitious as was Blaine in the same 
position, to realize the contributions Mr. 
Bryan is making to the success of the 
administration. There has been no sizn 
whatever of any attempt on his part to 
build up a political machine or to work 
for the succession to the presidency. 
Nor is there the slightest evidence of 
any selfish desire to make capital for 
himself or to stay in the limelight. He 
does, not cultivate the newspaper men: 
indeed, he gets on very badly with 
them. Although there has recently been 
noted a change for the better .in his 
attitude toward the correspondents an4 
his handling of them, the daily gather- 
ings of the newspaper men in his office 
have often been rather pitiful spectacles. 
Mr. Bryan has been hostile and dubious 
of himself and at times easily baited. 
and some of the newspaper men of the 
less respectable press have readily lenr 
themselves, perhaps under instruction; 
from home offices, to the baiting 
process. 

Finally, it must not be forgotten that 
Mr. Bryan's shortcomings are very hu- 
man, and that many of his qualities 
make a very deep appeal to the grea: 
middle classes, particularly in the West, 
who are the backbone and perhaps even 
the controlling factors in the republic. 
His clean, honest, avove-board life, his 
devotion to temperance and to all the 
virtues either do not impress the East 
or lend themselves to the purposes of 
humorous journals; but they count very 
largely with the masses of his fellow 
citizens. No politician is to be sneere4 
at on whose side stand overwhelmingly 
and unitedly the temperance clubs, the 
women's sewing circles and the minis- 
ters of our small towns and villages. 

No matter what his blunders in mat- 
ters of taste and personal dignity, it is 
very doubtful whether Mr. Bryan could 
ever shake off this popular belief in him 
and it: the rectitude of his purposes. 
However New York and Boston may 
sneer at him and assert that his being 
in the State Department is an offense 
to the nation, here is a powerful and 
impressive factor in the administration 
striving to do his best according to his 
limitations. 

Frequently a lap behind the rest of the 
administration, and even of the develop- 
ments in his field, often hurt and puz- 
zled by criticisms, and unable to under- 
stand the public fault-finding directed 
against him, he is still a good Ameri- 
can, with a far better appreciation of 
national and international ideals, than 
vast numbers of his critics. And, above 
all, he is playing the game fairly andi 
squarely as best he can, pulling as 
steady an oar as possible and endeavor- 
ing to keep the boat speeding along on 
& straight and even course, even though 
all the credit therefor should g0 to the 
captain and none to him. 0. G. V

NEW YORK, May 18. The Eveninz 
Post, in its copyrighted financtal re- 
view today, says: 

“On the surface of things, today’s 
reaction in prices on the Stock Ex- 
change—which occurred on the basis 
of a very light day's business—was 
based on increasing doubts as to 
Germany’s acquiescence in the terms 
of President filson’s note. Such 
doubts presumably arose from the 
cabled utterances in some usually 
‘inspired’ quarters of the German 
press, possibly, also from argument 
on general principles. The report in 
the day’s cables that the Transylva- 
nia had been threatened by subma- 
rines was received with some incred- 
ulity; but in all the circumstances 
it coulq not fail to have its effect. 

“That Germany’s representatives in 
this country had warned the Berlin 
authorities of the American state of 
mind on the recent Outrages, was to 
s0me extent accepted as a reassuring 
fact; so, also, the extraordinary ova- 
tion of yesterday to President Wil- 
son and the fleet, whose real mean- 
ing nobody in New York misunder- 
stood. 

“But a haunting doubt, first as to 
what could be expected, if the Von 
Tirpitz wing of Government has the 
casting vote, and next as to whether 
a foreign office which has been 
served, as the Berlin office has, by 
its diplomatic agents, would believe 
even the truth when presented from 
such sources had its influence on 
opinion. 

“But back of all this, so far as 
concerned the Stock Exchange, was 
the still more manifest fact that the 
large investment purchasers, whose 
orders steadied the market on Sat- 
urday, and put it up on Mondayawere 
not at all disposed to follow any con- 
tinuous rise in prices today, 

Market Is Lower. 

“Prices opened % to 1 point lower 
for many active ‘stocks this morn- 
ing, and although the movement was 
irregular, the tendency was down- 
ward during most of the day. But 
transactions weré very 1 ~ and the 
business done was mo profes- 
sional. 

“In the forenoon the desultory talk 
of Wal! street was mostly about the 
vicissitudes of the war situation, in 
the afternoon it began to interest it- 
self in such local news as the Mis- 
sourl Pacific matter, with its utterly 
absurd personal aspects. Long before 
the close, the stock. market became 
So dull as to be meaningless. 

“The Government's report on last 
week’s excess of merchandise exports 
from the country showed a decrease 
of $4, 106, 000 from the week preced- 
ing. This was clearly because of the 
decrease in cotton shipments, to the 
— me weekly total since last Octo- 
er."

Exchange Ia Irregular. 

“Exchange on both London and Paris 
moved slightly against the European 
markets today—a fact which increased 
the interest of Wall street in the ques- 
tion, how Lombard street would arrange 
for the utilization, in the American mar- 
ket, of the $300,000,000 credits granted to 
Paris in return for the $100,000,000 re- 
mittance of French gold to London. 
Exchange on Berlin was fractionally 
higher. 

“That the day’s decline on the Stock 
Exchange was not primarily due to 
damage in the winter wheat belt was 
at least suggested by the decline in 
wheat itself today; that movement being 
based apparently on the grain market's 
suspicion that the fleld experts had been 
overplaying their hand.
